The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 



claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: at least one of the fingers being metallic as recited in claim 1 is not 
supported in the original disclosure which recites that one of the fingers is metallic and the other is 
plastic. Hence the claim has a condition that both fingers are metallic which is not supported in 
the original disclosure. As a fiarther point, being metallic does not mean that the finger will be 
attracted to the magnet since the finger could be aluminum which is not magnetic. Clarification is 
requested.
